The Elba Tigers were underdogs heading into last week's region 
contest against Houston Academy, but let one slip away against 
the undefeated Raiders and came home with a 1-2 record after 
being outscored 34-20. I know Houston Academy is now 3-0 and 
has a good 2A club. However, Elba gave the Raiders an early 
score after losing a fumble at its own 19-yardline and later gave 
away another touchdown on an interception return, while over on 
offense the Tigers failed to score after reaching a first down and. 
goal at the nine and also failed to score after reaching a first down 
at the Houston Academy 13-yardline. That swing of four touch- 
downs that went against the Tigers was the difference in the game, 
and once again Elba simply made too many mistakes to win. It is 
hard enough to win, especially on the road, but when you turn the 
ball over four times it is almost impossible unless your opponent 
helps out with some mistakes of its own. It doesn’t take a football 
genius to figure out why Elba is 1-2 after three weeks of the sea- 
son, and it ‘also doesn't take a genius to figure out. what must 
change for the Tigers to start winning, Since this is week #4, the 
time is now for those changes to start!. : 

I know many Elba fans think the Tigers are just a pass happy’ 
bunch that spreads the field on offense and fills the air with foot- 
balls: However, after three games I think the biggest difference in 
this year’s offense and last year’s offense is the teams inability to 
run the football. Last season Elba was 0-3 after three games, but 
had scored 100 points in those three games and had rushed for 599 
yards. This season Elba has scored 50 points and has rushed for 
only 218 yards. I know the Tigers spread the field and do put the 
ball in the air, but I also know the reason the Tigers have scored 
half as many points this season is the fact they have run for only 
one-third the yards.
